An ATorngro of One Cable Toot Con-

"Man 
wants but little here below" i 


an axiom whicli applies matkodly ti 
the quantity of air which is neces'sar; 
to suppo.t life. 
It is estimated tha 


wben a man is at rest he consumes 501 
cubic inches of air every minute, an al 
lowaneo which at the first glance ap 
penis large. 


It Is, however, absurdly small when 


we consider that at this rate of con 
sumption it would take a man 5 days 
and 9'/j hours to exhaust the air in a 
small room 15 feet square and 10 fee; 
high. 


Any form of exertion, however, great- 


ly Increases the consumption of air 
Thus if we saunter at two mik's in 
hour we require Just twice as much nu 
as when sitting in our armchair, aud 
at four miles an hour nothing less than 
2,300 cubic inches will satisfy us. 


Taking 
an 
average 
consumption 


throughout life of one cubic foot of air 
evety two minutes, we reach some very 
Interesting < onclusions. Thus an hour's 
supply of air could be contained ia a 
trunk 3 test long, 3 feet wide and 2 
feet deep. 


In a daj we should exhaust a small 


loouifuL 30 feet long, 7 feet wide aad 
10 feet high. 


For a year's supply \ve should require 


a reservoir or hall 100 feet square and 
a shade over 20 feet high, and the sup- 
ply for a long life of SO years would be 
contained in a large hall 1,000 feet 
long, 9X1 ft*t wpa and 42 fWt
